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Tr affords me the moſt ſenſible pleaſure to obſerve, that nothing hath happened ſince 
the cloſe of the laſt ſeſſion to diſturb the public tranquillity; that good order, obedience 
to the laws, and the due adminiſtration of juſtice, . have generally prevailed ;—that the 


different diſtricts of the State by the induſtry of the citizens, are rapidly recovering from

To aſſiſt you in your 
deliberations on theſe important ſubjects, I refer you to the letters from the Commiſſion- 
ers of the Treaſury Board, with their returns and eſtimates explanatory of the principles 


on which theſe requiſitions are founded. Relying on your zeal for the fœderal intereſt, 


I have the fulleſt confidence, that every meaſure calculated to ſupport our national credit, 
and warranted by the confederation, will meet your chearful concurrence. When we 
refle&, that, under Divine Providence, it is to the early and ſteady exertions of the pub- 
lic creditors, by their loans, their labors, and their military ſervices, that we are in- 
debred for our Liberty and Independence, it is greatly to be regretted that the peculiar 
circumſtances of the State have hitherto prevented the adoption of more effectual meaſures 
for their relief. Our reſources, if equally and judiciouſly drawn forth, and œconomically 
applied, will, I truſt, be found competent; and as the impediments which ſtood in the 
way of this neceſſary buſineſs are now in a great meaſure removed by the return of peace, 
and the arrangements which have ſince taken place, a regard to juſtice, as well as the con- 
ſideration of its being eſſential to public credit in future, that paſt engagements be faith- 
fully fulfilled, will, I am perſuaded, prevent a farther delay. To enable you to engage 
in this important ſervice with the greater proſpect of ſucceſs, I ſhall cauſe to be laid before.

While we are purſuing agriculture, as our firſt object, commerce and manufactures alſo 
deſerve our attention. To the one the huſbandman is indebted for the generous prices he 
now receives for his produce, and by the other our wants from abroad may be dimi- 
niſhed. Theſe confiderations alone are ſufficient to recommend them to your notice. 

The great conſumption of the productions of India, and the advanced prices at which 
we were ſupplied by other nations, render an immediate intercourſe with that country a 
deſireable object. I therefore ſubmit to the wiſdom of the Legiſlature, whether the Jaudable 
and enterprizing ſpirit of our merchants, adventuring in that commerce, ought not to 
meet with particular encouragement, and ſome legiſlative proviſion be made to prevent

Several matters, heretofore ſubmitted to the conſideration of the Legiſlature, remain

I am ſenſible that a correct 
and judicious digeſt of our written laws will be an arduous taſk; but when the dignity of 
our government, and the eaſe and ſecurity of the people require it, no reaſonable pains 
or expence ought to be ſpared for its ſpeedy accompliſhment,
